Harbin, Yesterday. 

Severe hostilities between the 
Russian and Chinese troops. again. 
broke out atthe Manchull Railway. 
Station on Saturday at midnight, 
and despite the ‘stubborn — reaist- 
ance of the Chinese ‘Infantry, at one 
stage during the small hours of 
Sunday morning the Chinese troopa 
almost evacuated the city owing to 
the violent attacks of the Russians. 

At this time, the 43rd Manchu- 
rian Regiment under ‘Commander 
Leung arrived on the scene, and 
after a battle of two hours suc- 
ceeded ‘in repulsing the advancing 
Soviet forces, 
tlan Regiment was formerly station- 
ed at. Chalanor, and was despatch- 
ed to Manchull only on a request 
for assistance. The number of 
casualties among the Chinese is 
said to ‘be considerable. 

‘CHinese Retreat 

Since Saturday it is understood 
that the Russians have spread their 
cavalrymen into ,small groups of 
200 to 300, attacking -the Chinese 
trenches from several directions. 

The Russians have been assailing 
Chalanor during the past few daya, 
and the Chinese troops stationed in 
the -vicinity of Chalanor retreated 
to Kulunor on Saturday; but in the 
morning of Sunday when the Rus- 
sians ceased operations the Chinese 
returned to their trenches, Peace 
now relgns at Chalanor, and it is 
believed that the Soviet troops are 
not likely to return. 5 


In the Sungari River muny of 
the Russian gunboats have depart- 
ed, and at present only one Soviet 
gunboat is remaining. At Sungari 
the Chinese troops arrested “two 
Russian women spies, who attempt- 
ed to cross the Chinese boundary.

The succulent virtues of the oyster 
have been praised from time: immem- 

-orial, Dr. Johnson, it is true, was 
prejudiced against oysters, and 
Thackeray said that cating oysters was 
ke “swallowing a naked baby,” states 
the London “Morning Post.” 

Huxley, in his characteristic way, 
‘once indicatted his displeasure. at, the 
use we make of so complicated o 
structure of organism. 
he observed, “that when the  sapid 
and slippery morscl—which is, 
is gone like a flash of gustatory 
summer Hghtning—glides along the 
palate, few people imagine that they 
are swaltowing a piece of machinery 
(and going machinery tod) greatly 
more complicated than a watch.” 

But many writers and poets, 
ancient and medern have sung the 
praises of oysters and shawn, in what 
high favour they were, and are, held 
among epicures, “The Glorious 
Oyster" ja the title of the latest book 
to deal with this quickly.disappearing 
morsel of human diet. ‘ 

The author begnins his interesting 
study of the oyster by recalling the 
fact that it was a great delicacy at the 
feasts of the Romans, 
most aristocratic women of Rome, we 
are told, carried feathers to the 
dining-room. At frequent jntervats 
they retired during the meal in order 
to tickle their throats so that they 
should lose their meal, and return to 
a further orgy. There was no shame 
about the ways of cating food or the 
ways of losing it. 
zi Gourmet as Sinner : 

Through the long years that led up 
to the indulgent Georges the fenther 
was improved upon, and while the 
“Duchess of Kent” was guarding the 
little Princess nt Kensington, ealomel 
and bleeding had come into their own, 
It was not until the wicked Georges 
were buried that. well-brod English 
people were forkiddens to talk about 
food. . . . Queen Victoria came like 

+ 4 flery evangelist into English Society, 
and, with her generation, she raised 
ker cyebrows and her fun, and tise 

» missed ‘the vulgar topic of food and 
stomachs from all palite conversation. 

So the gourmet of Queen Victoria’s 

time became a sinner.” 

The author has collected many 

interesting stories about the popular 
‘hors @oenvre, One of the most ina 

teresting clubs doriving inspiration 
from the passive and palatable oyster 
is the . Natives ‘of Jesus College, 

Cambridge. During the October term 

of 1877 a barrel of oysters was sent 

to an undergradunte at Jesus, and 

‘he invited seven or cipht friends to 

help him in-cating them. The feast 
yas made an annual affair,” 

The author, Mr, Bolitho, includes a 
fascinating chnpter of oyster recipes 
from many countrics. ‘ 

The “Native” is tho highest priced 
oyster in the world. A native oyster 
‘is one which has been bred on or near 
‘the Thames cstuary. For some uns 
explained reason, oysters bred on the 
London clay acquire a greater delicacy 
of flavour than those bred elsowhere. 

“The Sapid Molluse” 

Under the above hoading, tho 
“Morning Post” also comments 
editorially, a3 follows:—"Poor Bri- 
tions, there is some good in them after 
all—they produce an oyster.” Was 
if not Sallust: who first gave the true 
reason for Julius Caesar's conquest of 
our country?

«.* MODERNISM ¢* 


SOME-FACTS AND OTHERWISE 
-if we had our “Bing Boys" a 
‘few years back, China hag now Ito 
“Bing” girls, writes Jane Oliphaht 
in the “Westminster Gazette.” . A 
woman from Shanghai, who. has 
been introducing Western civilisa- 
tion there in several directions, tells 
me that the women of that city, and 
‘of some other Chinese cities, are 
pulling together for “equal rights.” 
whichi is the meaning of “Bing 
Tung." This movement Is wiaking 
great Strides, and has new sup- 
porters from week to week. It has 
its women leaders, ita militant: ways, 
its, well-defined’. objectives. Only 
when the privileges enjoyed by-men 
with regard to the franchise, 
the professions, . and. in fact. ‘all 
occupations, the social amentles, 
sartorial concessions, and so forth, 
are granted to women, will “Bing 
Tung” have fulfilled its purpose. 

In some parts of .China “Bing 
Tung” is much more successful than 
in others, In Shanghai it has made 
exceptional headway. In Peking 
and Nanking it has also met with 
success, while branches in. other 
centres are organised as fast ag tho 
leaders are able to obtain a foothold, 

A Difftcult Business 

From the thraldom of the old 
regime to modern ways is, however, 
a far more dificult problem for 
Chinese women than it ever was 
for English women. My informant 
tells me that Sun Yat-sen “was 
more like an Old Testament leader, 
n Moses leading the people of 
Isracl, to whom the Chinese com 


pared him’! 

Mme. Chiang Kai-shek, tha wife 
of the new nationalist President 
and the sister of Mme, Sun Yat-sen 
(sie.) is carrying on the raforma 
in respect of women which Sun 
Yat-sen and his wife began .when 
China was so atrongly influenced 
by that ‘famous General (aic.) and 
who at one time was so-well known 
in London, © 

Mme. Chiang Kai-shek ‘is de- 
scribed as about 25 years old, 
pretty, fascinating, a mistress of 
diplomacy, her beautiful, shingled 
head a storehouse of knowledge, A 
woman missionary in the East who 
knows this new power behind the 
throne in Chinese affairs speaks of 
her as very ..alive and- alert, ‘well 
read, interested in international 
politics, and extremely xup to date. 

The Chinese “Flapper” 

The strong young figure in the 
life of China is aaid to have a very 
great Influence over her husband, 
whichi.makes, of course, for more 
rapid progress of “Bing Tung” than 
would otherwise be possible, Young 
Chinese avomen of the educated 
classes are now many miles farther 
on the road to modernism than they 
were ten yeara ago. : zi 

In the treaty ports they are 
widely read) play tennis and 
basket-ball, dance a good, deal— 
Western dances, too—and go out 
with men friends without a cha- 
peron, unheard-of even a few years 
ago, and otill very bad form In 
the interior of China. The women 
of that . country’ have . always 
smoked, and niostly “pipes, though 
now they aro acquiring the cigarette 
habit, which is indulged in by ‘all 
who follow the modern drift in the 
Orlent. “ ae 

Perhaps the most surprising thing 
is that Chinesé women may,. before 
a great while, sit in a Chinese 
Parllament. . If that reminds one of, 
the famous recipe for an appetising 
stew, which begins with “Firat 
catch: your hare,” it must be borne 
in mind that China ia moving moro, 
quickly towards “Westernism” than 
ig generally understood in Europe.

ACTION ON ORGANISMS 
For some years many cases of 
that terrihle <form of mental 
derangement ‘known aa “general, 
Paralysis of the'insane” have been 
treated by {infecting them with 
malaria, and the Board of Control. 
has now Tssued a valuable report 
written by Surgeon Rear-Admiral 
E, T. Meagher, R.N., in whigh the 
results of this treatment have been 
carefully collected and analysed. 

General paralysis is o most 
serious ,malady, responsible . for 
tome of the worst types of insanity 
and generally regarded -orfor to the 
Introduction-of malarial treatment 
ag incurable. The particular in- 
fecting organism” responsible, ° at 
Jeast in'part, for the production of 
the disease ts well known, and cer- 
taln drugs have a marked influence 
upon this organism when it is 
situated in other parts of the body, 
but.when it digs itself into the 
orain, as it wore, these drugs are 
almost without any effect. . 

On the other hand, during attacks 
of/ fever of whatever origin it -had 
béen observed, many years ago, that 
d patient with general paralysis 
showed some improvement, the 
gengral processes concerned in 
fever being able apparently to dis- 
lodge and attack the organiam.. Aa 
far back as 1887 Profdssor Wagner. 
Jounegg, of Vienna, suggested the 
use of malaria for treating cases of 
general paralysis, but it was not 
until 1917, after.years of disap: 
Pointment and failure, that his auc. 
cessful results began to attract 
Keneral medical: interest, and in 
1922 the Board of Control instituted 
a trial of his ‘method.- 

Ccmparative Figures 

In this method of treatment 
malaria is conveyed to the patient 
by the sub-cutuneous or intravenous 
inoculation of the blood of a 
malarial patient, or. by exposwre to 
a mosquito. infected with malaria: 
After a, brief incubation period 
bouts of fever begin at regular, in- 
tervals and the infection can be 
controlled and brought to an end, 
ay desired, by the administration of 
quinine. As with, every new form 
of treatment, especially for an al- 
most incurable malady, there is al- 
Ways a tendency to take a far. too 
optimistic ‘outlook, ‘but Admiral 
Meagher has scrutinised the results 
with such care: that his conclusfona, 
very cautiously drawn, are of con- 
alderable value. : ys
